Ltd., Calcutta, is engaged in a number of scheduled industries such as the manufacture of 
iron find steel structurals and other products of iron and steel and various items of 'rans- 
portafion and industrial machinery; 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that the said industrial under¬ 
taking is being managed in a manner highly detrimental to the said scheduled industries 
and to pubUc interest, and that there is likely to be a substantial fall in the volume of pro¬ 
duction in respect of the said articles, for wnich, having regard to the economic conditions 
prevailing, there is no justification;
